THE CAMPBELL DIVOKCE SCAN'DAL. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—In the Campbell di- 


vorce case to-day a Doctor Hicks, one of 
the witnesses for the defense, testified 
that he had examined Lady Campbell and 
found no evidence of her ladyship ever 
having bad a miscarriage. 


Continuing bis testimony, Dr. Hieks said 


that cohabiting during Lady Campbell's 
illness would have caused acute pain. Re- 
ferring to the testimony of the two sur- 
geons called by Lord Colin regarding the 
purity of Mary Watson, with whom •wit- 
nesses for plaintiff, alleged Lord Colin had 
been unduly intimate, Dr. Hieks said that 
a woman might be apparently a virgo in- 
tai'ta and yet could have conceived. Dr. 
Barnes confirmed the testimony of Dr, 
Hicks. 


A footman in the service of Lady Miles 


at Leigh Court testified that the* room oc- 
cupied by Lady Colin Campbell at Leigh 
Court was the opposite side of the house 
and entirely isolated from the apartment 
in which the Duke of Marlborough slept. 


Annie Brown flatly contradicted the 


statement of O'Neill. Lord Colin Camp- 
bell's servant, that he (O'Neill) had called 
lier attention to unusual sounds in the 
dining-room, denying that O'Neill had 
even alluded to the subject in her 
presence. 
Frank Miles and Neptune Blood each 


swore that he saw Lady Colin Campbell 
in London on Sunday, August 13, 1883, one 
of the days on which she is alleged to have 
been in company with the Duke of Marl- 
borough at Puriieet. The latter also testi- 
fied that he had examined the drawing- 
room door at the house in Cadogau Place 
since the beginning of the trial, and found 
that a flap fell over the keyhole on each 
side, rendering it impossible for any one 
to look through without possessing the 
power of being in two places at the same 
time. 
Raising both Haps, the witness 


testified, he looked through the keyhole, 
but was unable to see any object in the 
room six feet from Ihe door, or any article 
•within that distance with sufficient clear- 
ness to be able to swear to its identity. 
.Mrs, Blood, Lady Colin's mother, testi- 
fied that her daughter became engaged to 
Lord Colin Campbell without her knowl- 
edge. Mrs. Blood denied that she had 
pressed the marriage, and swore that 
Lord Colin had told her nothing whatever 
about the condition of his health, except 
to say that, he had undergone an operation. 
She certainly would not have given her 
daughter to a man who was in such a 
loathsome state as Lord Coliu had proved 
to be had she hrown his condition. The 
witness testified that Lady Colin was at 
her house on Sunday, August IS, 1SS2. and 
consequently could not have been at Pur- 
fleet, as alleged. Being cross-examined, 
Mrs. Blood said that she was anxious to 
break the marriage of her daughter with 
Lord Colin, because the Campbells, one 
and all, had treated Lady Colin shameful- 
ly. In all respects it was a wretchedly 
bad marriage, and had been from the first. 
Concerning Lady Colin's social relations 
with the Uuke 
of 
Marlborough. Mrs. 


Blood said 
she 
saw no reason why 


her 
daughter 
should 
not 
associate 


with the Duke. who. she added, was 
certainly no worse than many others who 
had boon able to have their faults condoned 
and escape with lighter censure than the 
indiscretions of his grace had brought 
upon himself.

formed the-court that he would conclude 
her ladyship's case Wednesday, where- 
upon the judge said he would hold court 
until midnight of every week day until 
Christmas rather than permit the case to 
go over the holiday recess and be resumed 
thereafter.

ment of a newspaper clerk in his 
place—a man who has no experience 
in the matter of ships or navigation. 
The whole policy of this administra- 
tion seems to be devoted to efforts 
towards maintaining the supremacy 
of England upon tha seaa.
